pied by four families, numbering seventeen 
persons. It was found in ruins. Tho explosion 
was caused from flro damp or sower gas in the 
cellar, and all tho pooplo woro buried in tha 
debris, A scene of terror followed. It was sup- 
po»(4j that tho explosion was caused by the 
pressure of tho water in the sewer, and tho 
pooplo thought other explosions would follow. 
Many loft their houses ia utmost alarm and 
fled, thinly clad, to places of safety. A fli'« 
alarm was turned in whfih added to the con- 
sternation, and the five department responded 
promptly. 
Finding no flre thoy bogau the 


work of rescuing tho unfortunate victims. 
This was alow work. Tito house waa owned by 
Jacob Brown, who, with his wifo, two sous aud 
two daughters, occupied the first floor. Officer 
Micko, special policeman at 4th and Vine 
streets, known as "King William," occupied 
the front room on the second iloor with his 
•wife. Tho back part of tho sumo story was 
occupied by William Millor, wife, and two 
children. Tho third floor was occupied by 
William Hannon, wifo, and twin daughters, J 
years old. By 0 a; in.' all the occupants had 
boeu taken out. 
Officer Mneke and wifo and 


the U-vear-old daughter of Mr. Millor were 
doad, John and Houry Brown and .Bobort 
liockmann, a neighbor, who was in the house 
at the time, woro badly injured aud can 
hardly 
recover. Jacob 
Brown and 
wife 


wore rescued after several hours labor, se- 
verely but not fatally hurt. His daughters 
wore'uikon out comparatively unhurt, ilr. 
Miller in badly injured. All tho rest of his 
family, except tho child named above, escaped 
with smuU injury. Ilaanon and family ulxo- 
escaped with slight injuries. The Lruwn boys 
nnd Kockmann wove building a raft,:ind ^™\•.r^' 
lumber in tha collar. They wont for it with 
a candle, when the gas or clamp uxpiodi'd.

The material and preparation of tho 


Florida Shell Heap vessels difl'er from 
those of other monads, ns those ulon°- 
the coast region of that State and other! 
found throughout the .United States. 
The clay elsewhere is mingled- largely 
with broken shells and sand;in°the 
Florida specimens almost pure clay is 
used, seldom showing any admixture 
oj saud, though at times vegetable fiber 
is present, which produces a cellular 
and porous structure, which tho original 
makers havo in part overcome by the

ornamentation

markedly inferior-to those from other- 
localities, less elaborately adorned, and 
display only B. rude and primitive con- 
ception of artistic design.

Air nuil Sots on Venus. 


Among the items of news received 


respecting the recent transit have been 
some which have little bearing, or none., 
on the question of the sun's distance, yet 
arc full of interest to those who wish to 


j learn something of the real condition of 
' other planets than our own. We have 


been apt, perhaps, to regard Venus in 
transit more as an adjunct to our 
telescopic measuring instruments (mi- 
ci'ometers, heliometers, and so forth,) 
forgetting liow mtich interest attaches to 
tlie passage of a world like our own (in 
all probabiliiv) between us and the 
source of our light aj*d heat. But even 
the telescope scrutiny of a planet so situ- 
ated is likely to reveal much that is in- 
structive, if carefully studied; while with 
so wonderful an instrument of research 
as the spectroscope we may hope to learn 
such things about Venus or Mercury in 
transit as men a century ago would have 
deemed hopelessly beyondour means of 
investigation. Fortuiiataly, these ' in 
quiries have not wholly beon overlooke 
during the late transit, though the ob 
nervations for determining the sun' 
distance have occupied so Targe a shar 
of attention, at least among official as 


• tronomcrs. 


The most important.of these physica 


Inquiries are those relating to theatmos 
phere of Venus; and of these the mos 
promising arc those directed to her ap 
pcanmco durino; the few minutes when 
nearly but not the wholo of her disk i 
on the face of the sun. If we plac 
ourselves in imagination at that pom 
of 
Venus' suriace which, as soon 


from 
the earth 
at such a time 


lies farthest from 
tlio solar disk, 


will be manifest on a littie consideration 
that from that point no part of tho sun 
can bo visible unless Venus has an at 
mosphere. But if Venus has an atmos 
phcrc like our own, then from the poin! 
WB are considering a large part of the 
sun's disk must be visible, being raisci 
into view by tho retractive power of thai 
atmosphere, precisely us our sun when 
in a geometrical sense he has set (that 
is, when a straight line from the eye to 
him encounters the convexity of the 
earth) is brought wholly into view by at- 
mospheric refraction. 
Only part (about 


four-fifths) of the sun of Venus would 
be brought into view in this way, suppos- 
ing her air of the same refractive powor 
as ours, simply because the sun, as seen 
from Venus, looks larger than as seen 
from the earth, while the refractive effect 
(on thia supposition) would be no "renter. 
But, still, a large portion of the solur disk 
would-be visible were there no clouds 
over lhat part of Venus. 
Nrnv, an ob- 


server ou earth, directing his sight to 
that point of Venus, is looking along pre- 
cisely the same visual lino toward tlio 
sun as our supposed observer on the 
planet, only from- a greater distance, 
The terrestrial observer, then, would see 
the sun in the direction of his visual line 
toward that part of Venus, as certainly 
as the observer on Venus would, and, 
for the same reason, he would see the 
sun'through the refractive action of tlie 
planet'3 atmosphere. It follows that, 
supposing Venus to have an atmosphere 
like that of our earth, and still more if, 
as other observations have tended to 
show, Venus has an eren denser atmos- 
phere, light—real but refracted sunlight 
—would come to the terrestrial observer 
around that part of the convexity of 
Venus' disk. And it is clear, further, 
that the whole of that part of Venus' cir- 
cumference which lies outside the sun 
would, on this supposition,be surrounded 
.by an arc of light; whereas, if "Venus 
has no atmosphere, or an atmosphere 
very much rarer t'mn the earth's no such 
arc of light .would be seen. 


Now, 
during the transit of 187-1, not 


only was such an arc of 'light visible 
around the. part of Venus which was 
outside tho .sun's disk, before the first 
internal contact and after the second, 
but this arc was photographed. The sig- 
nificance of this will bo seen when wo re- 
member that photographs of the sun must 
be taken with very snortoxposures, other- 
wise the image is destroyed by excess of 
light. Janssen has obtained good pict- 
ures of the sun three feet in diameter, 
with an exposure of less than the two- 
thousandth part of a second, and although 
in 1874 the exposures ware nothing like 
so short as, this, they lasted much less 
than a second. If, during this short ex- 
posure, the arc of light round Venus loft 
its photographic record, \v« may be sure 
it was very much brighter light than that 
of Venus herself as we see her when she 
is a morning or evening star. It was, in 
fact, as-certainly sunlight-as that which 
we receive from the setting sun when the 
air is at its clearest. Thus we have in 
that photographic record. :proof positive 
that Venus has an atmospliore with a re- 
fractive power not falling much short, if 
it do not equal or even exceed, that of 
our own air. 


During the recent transit Lhis observa- 


tion was repeated, with results not pre- 
cisely the same, yet perfectly accordant 
with"those obtained iu 1874, aud even to 
the IhouMitfulmind more specially inter- 
esting. The arc of light was not perfect, 
but broken near the middle, so that only, 
two fine horns of light- could bo seen, 
extending from cither cusp of tbe solar 
disk (that is, from the two corners, so to 
speak, where the outlines of the sun and 
Venus intersected), .These horns of light 
were unequal in length. We learn from 
the inequality of these horn's that the at- 
mosphere of Veil us is of variable trans- 
parency, like that of our earth. 
Over 


that part of Venus where the longer horn 
was seen, the atmosphere was (at the 
time) clearer than where the shorter 
arc was seen. But, remembering that 
in 1S74 the arc of light was complete, 
we may go further, recognizing that at 
different times, as well as in diQ'crcat 
places, the atmosphere of Venus varies 
in condition. And • when wo consider 
what happens in the case of our own 
earth, we neeJ not be surprised to find 
tliatjtho nrc o£ sunlight should bo com- 
plete, sometimes incomplete, and some- 
times altogether absent. . We haveal-. 
ready pu; :in observer, in imagination, 
on tlie surface of Venus'; let us now im- 
agine the earth itself put in Venus' 
place at the time of the transit. If I lio 
air chanced to be cloudless, wlia.t we 
have considered would happen—the sun 
waulcl be visible Ihruugh the refractive 
power of the earth's atmosphere, round 
that part of the convexity of tho earth 
which WAS oulside tbe solar disk (viewed 
as we view Venus in transit). 
But if 


the air u-ere cloudy over that-part of 
the earth's convexity, the sun would not 
be seen there, and the arc of light would
